report of Major General MacArthur, 
dated July 4, 1901, the day that he 
relinquished command of the divis- 
ion of the Philippines, has been re- 
ceived at Uu 
'jyx department. 
The 


period covered by the report is from 
October 1, 1900, when the last re- 
port from General MacArthur WAS 
dated. 


He reviews the policy of the Fili- 


pinos who were hostile to the Ameri- 
cans, saying that their action since 
the practical collapse of the insurrec- 
tion has been a perplexing problem. 
With the disbandonrnent of the in- 
surgent field armies the Filipinos 
organized desperate 
resistance ky 


banding the people together in sup- 
port of the guerillas. 


This as carried out by means of 


secret committees, who collected con- 
tributions, inflicted punishments and 
carried on a war in opposition to tha 
Americans, 
General MacArthur re- 


views the manner in which opera-

proclamation issued on December 20 
firmly declaring the intention^of the 
United States to hold the islands and 
to have the laws obeyed had a good 
effect, and the secret resistance was 
much abated. 


A considerable portion of the re- 


port is devoted to the field opera- 
tions of the army, showing that on 
October 1, 1900, it occupied 413 sta- 
tions, which was

service of the army, and says as a 
result of the co-operation between 
the army and the people who have 
accepted the invitation to combine 
for mutual protection, the armed in- 
surrection is almost suppressed.

of Saving His Life—Suffered 


From Appendicitis. 


Late Wednesday evening Edna 


Billman, seventeen years of age, re- 
siding at the temporary home for 
children under control if the board 
of children's guardians, 76 West De- 
Wald street, swallowed a quantity of 
carbolic acid and died in twenty 
minutes. 


The case is a pitiful one and Mrs. 


M. B. Gorsline, matron of the insti- 
tution, who had given the girl every 
possible care for nearly ten years, is 
greatly distressed over the sad af- 
fair. The girl had been deserted by 
her parents at a tender age and ten 
years ago was taken in charge by the 
Humane society. 
Careful training 


made its impress upon her and she 
gave promise of becoming a good and 
useful woman, but with increasing 
years came a realization of her situ- 
ation. 


She was ambitious and longed for 


the opportunities of other girls more 
fortunately situated, and would fre- 
quently give way to violent outbursts 
of anger, followed 
by melancholy, 


in which she repeatedly stated that 
she would kill herself. Wednesday 
morning she was in one of these 
moods and Mrs. Gorsline spoke re- 
provingly but kindly to her, telling 
her that she was setting a bad ex- 
ample to other girls in the institu- 
tion and that she must restrain her! 
anger or it would be necessary to 
find another home for her. Edna re- 
mained in her room moat of the day 
In a petulant mood, but about 11 
o'clock Wednesday evening came 
downstairs where the matron 
was 


sitting. 


After a brief conversation the girl 


arose and stepped into the dining 
room; then turned toward the matron 
and exclaimed: "Well, I'm tired of 
this!" At the same moment she 
placed a bottle to her lips and gulped 
down the deadly dose, throwing the 
bottle into the dining room. The 
matron, horrified at the sight, hur- 
ried to the girl, saw the labeled bot- 
tle upon the floor and instantly 
grasped the situation. 
Edna 
was 


assisted to a chair and Mrs. Gorsline 
insisted upon her drinking a quan- 
tity of milk in the hope of neutral- 
izing the poison. 
Dr. Drayer was 


summoned by telephone and before 
his arrival a large quantity of 
whisky 
was administered 
to the 


sinking girl. Dr.'Drayer reached the 
house- quickly, but the patient was 
beyond human aid, and her death oc- 
curred within twenty minutes after 
she had swallowed the fatal draught. 
There was no struggle and she spoke 
no word after drinking the acid. 


Edna Billman's father is said to be 


working upon a farm near Columbia 
City, but nothing is known of her 
mother's 
whereabouts. 
It 
was 


learned that the girl had secured the 
phial of acid from Mrs. Gorsline's 
room during the temporary absence 
of that lady from the house early in 
the evening.

Superintendent Nelson Bet urns to 


the City—Steel Strike May Not 


Retard Work Purther. 


Within a few days it is hop<nl to 


resume the laying of steel upon the 
Port Wayne and Southwestern elec- 
tric line, which has been delayed by 
the non-arrival of steel from the big 
eastern mills. Superintendent Nelson 
returned to Fort Wayne this morn- 
ing, "bringing the information that 
375 tons of steel had 
now been 


shipped and only about 165 tons will 
be needed in addition to this to com- 
plete the country line. 


It is now believed that the big 


steel strike will not greatly delay the 
work further, for the high rails for 
use inside the city limits of Fort 
Wayne and, Huntington are not the 
product of the steel corporation mills, 
but are manufactured by independent 
plants that are not affected by the 
trouble in the trust's establishments. 


Mr, McKinley, 
president of the 


company, is expected in Fort Wayne 
this week in connection 'with the ex- 
tension of the line which is now in 
contemplation. It is probable the 
Marion and Peru end of the project 
will get the first attention and later 
the matter of building out of Fort 
Wayne will be taken up. Mr. Nel- 
son will go over the Huntington line 
tomorrow. 


Paris, Aug. 8.—M. Santos Dumont, 


tho aeronaut, this morning again at* 
tempted to encircle Eiffel tower. He 
succeeded 
in rounding 
the tower 


with difficulty. The balloon was then 
unable to make headway against 
strong winds and fell near a house 
in the vicinity, remaining suspended 
for some time. M. Santos Dumont 
was not injured. 


Santos Dumont started from the 


Pare de St. Cloud at 6:10 a m., amid 
hearty cheers. 
His initial move- 


ments were promising, as the balloon 
turned around Eiffel 
tower nine 


minutes and thirty-four seconds after 
starting and rehoaded for St. Cloud. 
Just over the Avenue Henri Marion, 
however, a strong 
gust 
of wind 


struck tho aerostat, 
which veered 


volently to one side, almost simul- 
taneously bounding backwards a 
distance of fifty yards. 


The hydrogen gas was forced from 


the front to the back part of the 
balloon, creating a sudden 
expan- 


sion, which caused the machine to 
dip. 
Her scew touched the steel 


cords and broke them. 
M. Santos 


Dumont immediately stopped 
the 


motor and the balloon began to de- 
scend. 


Unfortunately 
the cover 
of the 


aerostat struck the corner of a six- 
story building.

This 
plan is for bringing- all criminals and 
young offenders into the presence of 
the Lord and secure reconciliation be- 
tween them rtnd their Maker, and not 
delay until murder or other high 
crimes are affixed to their names. 


In my experience of many years

done this). I have taken them one 
at a time to my room in tlie hotel 
where we bow in prayer.

The famous artesian well nt Swin- 


ncy park* the Mccc«a of those who 
haven't got wells in their yards and 
dislike the idea of drinking canal 
water, is slowly failing and it may 
be only a matter of A few weeks when 
this flow of water will cease 
alto- 


gether. The decline has been very 
noticeable 
during the 
past three 


weeks and the amount of water that 
now conws from the big pipe is less 
in volume by one-hMf than what it 
was in the spring. 


While the cause of the decreasing 


flow is not known, it is believed that 
the extended drought may have had 
something to do with it, and it is the 
sincere hope of th« thousands who 
make daily pilgrimages to the park' 
for drinking water that a spell of 
wet weather may arrive soon and 
mend 
matters, 
if such n thing- is 


possible. 


Although the big controller is wide 


oprn. scarcely enough water issues 
forth to fill the I'goose necks'* placed 
about the fountain 
for 
the con- 


venience of the public. 
The pretty 


lake at the park, which depends on 
the well for its water supply, is lower 
than it ever was before and the water 
in it is scarcely two feet deep, three 
and four feet being the usual depth. 


The board of waterworks trustees 


has been aware of the condition of 
the well for some time, but Secretary 
McDonald, of the waterworks depart- 
ment, states that nothing can be done 
to increase the flow. The well was 
drilled about four years ago 
and 


until this summer it had maintained 
a uniform flow of water. 
It is one 


of the chief attractions at Swinney 
park and 'has furnished the purest 
water to be found 
drinking purposes.

NO NEW MOVE MADE IN STRIKE. 


Amalgamated and Federation Officials Continue 


Their Conference-Federation Strikers 


May Be Transferred. 


Pittsburg:, Pa., Aug. 9.—The steel 


strike situation underwent but little 
change over night. 
The steel cor- 


poration made no attempt during the 
night to reopen the Painter mill and 
the strikers claim that they blocked 
the plan to start the plant by win- 
ning over the non-union, men who 
liad agreed to go to -work* 


The mill officials deny that there 


has been any interference -with their 
plans and say that in due time the 
mill will be started up. 


President Shaffer and his brother 


officials of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion are still engaged in the effort to 
secure the co-operation of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. They say 
they are sure of obtaining it and that 
their complete success is thereby as- 
sured. 


Neither President Shaffer nor Pres- 


ident G-ompers, nor any of the men 
engaged in conference with them, has 
given any intimation of their plans. 


A BQI/D STROKE PLANNED. 
It is predicted that they will make 


the bold stroke of transferring bod- 
ily to the Amalgamated association 
all members of the Federation of La- 
bor who 
may be affected 
by the 


strike. 


In the iron and steel trades are 


many men whose labor has not been 
sufficiently skilled to admit them to 
membership in the Amalgamated as- 
sociation. 
The Federation has for 


some time past "been organizing these 
men and it is said that there exists 
an agreement between the Amalga- 
mated 
association and Federation 


that in the event of trouble they are 
to be transferred to the former. 


If such a plan were carried out it 


would add thousands of men to the 
membership of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation. 


CRIPPLED THE CLARK 3OLL. 
Secretary Williams was the first of 


the Amalgamated officials to reach 
strike headquarters this morning. 
He claimed that the 
meeting at 


Laxvrenceville last night had crippled 
the Clark mill again. He said: 


"Our meetng last night was a great 


success, for as a result of it there is 
but one mill in operation at the 
Clark plant. 
That is the 
'break- 


down 20-inch mill,' and it has been 
going ever since the strike occurred. 
If the steel corporation had 400 men 
in the Clark mill we have taken 300 
of them away from them.''

Must Quit Fighting by September 15th or All Cap 


tured Will be Banished From South Africa 


Forever—A Proclamation* 


London, Aug. 9.—A parliamentary 


paper has "been issued 
containing 


the proclamation 
issued by Lord 


Kitchener August 7, in accordance 
withy instructions 
of the imperial 


government, the governments of 
Cape Colony and Natal concurring. 
The proclamation says: 


"All commandants, field cornets 


and leaders of armed bands, b?ing 
Tnirghers of the late republics and 
'still engaged in resisting his rnajes* 
ty's forces, whether in the Orange 
colony, the Transvaal or other por- 
tion of his majesty's South African 
dominions, and all members of the 
governments of the late Orange Tree 
State and Transvaal, shall, unless 
they surrender before September 15, 
be permanently banished from South 
Africa. 


"The cost of the maintenance of 


the families of all burghers in the 
field who have not surrendered by 
September 15 shall be recoverable 
from such burghers and shall be a 
charge upon their property, remova- 
ble and immovable, in the two colo- 
nies." 


The preliminary correspondence 


shows that the proclamation is based 
upon suggestions which the govern- 
ment of Natal forwarded to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain July 24, and 
that date September was recommend- 
ed by Lord Milner. 


The reason of the government for 


the proclamation of I/ord Kitchener 
of August 7 are set forth in a pre- 
nmble to the proclamation, as fol- 
lows: 


"Whereas, The late Orange Free 


State and South African republic 
havo been annexed to his majesty's 
dominions; and, 


''Whereas, His majesty's forces are 


and have been for some considerable 
time in complete possession of the 
seats of governments of both tu« 
aforesaid territories, with their pub- 
lic offices and the whole machinery 
of administration* as well as of all 
the principal towns and the whole of 
the railways; and, 


"Whereas, A great majority of the 


burghers of the two late republics 
to'the number of 35,000, exclusive 
of those who have fallen in the war, 
are now either prisoners or have 
submitted to his majesty's govern 
ment and are living 
peaceably in 


towns and camps under control o 
his majesty's forces; and, 


"Whereas, The burghers 
of the 


late republics still in arms are not 
only few in number, but have iost 
almost all their guns and munitions 
of war and are devoid of regular mil- 
itary organization and are, there- 
fore, unable to cany on regular war- 
fare or to offer any organized resist- 
ance to his majesty's forces in any 
part of the country; and, 


"Whereas, Those burghers who are 


still in arms, though -unable to carry 
on regular warfare, continue to make 
isolated 
attacks upon small posts 


and detachments of his majesty's 
forces, to plunder or destroy prop- 
erty and to damage railway and tel< 
egraph lines: and, 


"Whereas, The country is thus 


kept in a state of disturbance, check 
ing the resumption of agricultura 
and industrial pursuits; and, 


"Whereas, His majesty's govern 


ment is determined to put an en 
to a state of things which is aimless 
ly prolonging bloodshed and destruc 
tion and inflicting ruin upon a grea 
majority of the inhabitants, who ar 
anxious to live in peace and earn

The Big W. Dewees Wood Mills at McKeesport to 


be Dismantled and Removed Because the 


People Favor Strikers* 


Wasliing-ton, Aug. 9.- -The insular 
ivision of the war department is in 
eceipt of a report forwaided by Gen- 
ral MacArthur from Hanila, P. I., 
howiug the condition and results 
Lchieved by the native "police for the 
months of April and May.

General Wheaton, J. P. Smith, 


Funston, Grant, Bates, Wade and 
Sumner speak highly of the efficiency 
and loyalty of the police, particular 
•eference being made to theii capture 
»f bands of insurgents. 
This native police is purely local in 
ts character and is supported by the 
owns and provinces, assisted by the 
nsular government. 


There is another body cf men em- 


ployed in the islands kn,wn as th- 
scouts." This body *s generally 
mounted and its duties are to patrol 
the territory outside of local govern- 
ments and not directly under the pro- 
tection of local police. The "scouts** 
ire paid directly from insular funds, 
and such being the nature of their 
employment they are 
frequently 


sailed upon to and do materially as- 
sist the local organizations in pre- 
serving the peace and pursuing and 
capturing marauding bands of in- 
surgents. 


A portion of these forcts is called 
'Maccabebee scouts." 
These were 


organized from the Maccabebee at the 
town of Maccabebee, by Major Bat- 
son, under orders from General Law- 
ton, just before his last northern cam- 
paign, in which he -broke up the in- 
surgent army. 


They rendered conspicuous aid, and 


the success of their employment was 
immediately followed by the'organi- 
zation'by General Lawton, about the 
same time, of Captain Castner's 
"Tugalo scouts/7 
whicU rendered 


such signal service in the northern 
campaign. These scouts, though not 
regularly enlisted into the service of 
the United States, take an oath of 
allegiance. 


They have a military cxganization 


and receive about the same nominal 
pay as regularly enlisted men and 
non-commissioned 
officers, 
except 


that it is paid in silver. 
; 


Pittaburg, Pa., Aug. 9.—The Uni- 


ted States Steel Corporation issued 
an order today directing: that the 
DeWees Wood plant at KcKeesport 
be dismantled and removed to the 
Kiskiminetas Valley. 
The decision 


is ascribed to the hostility of the peo- 
ple of that city. The 
official an- 


nouncement of the decision was made 
to a representative of The Associated 
Press by Persifer F, Smith, district 
manager of the American Sheet Steel 
company* He said: 


"I have orders from President Me- 


Murtry, of the American Sheet Steel 
company, to at once tear down the 
J>eWees Wood plant at McKeesport 
and remove the same to Kiskiminetas 
Valley. This I shall proceed to do 
immediately." 


The DeWees Wood works is one of 


the oldest and best known plants in 
Pennsylvania. 
It 
was four ded 


nearly forty years ago and its £h.>ps 
and mills covered from 
twelve to 


fourteen acres. 


It employed an 
average of 900 


men, but in the busiest times the 
pay roll carried twelve hundred men. 
The plant cost several million dol- 
lars. 
The company recently 
an- 


nounced its intention of expending 


a large sum of money in improve* 
ments, but the order to dismantle the 
mill terminates that plan. The sen- 
timent of the citizens and officials' 
of McKeesport has been against the 
steel corporation and it is 'believed 
here that the latter preferred to get 
out rather than attempt to resume. 


Although no order nas been Issued, 


there is a possibility that the Na- 
tional Tube orks at McKeesport will 
be removed and the Carnegie plan 
for tube development at Conneaut, 
0., revived. 


A year ago plans for a twelve mil- 


lion dollar plant at Conneaut, to be 
the largest works of the kind in the 
world, were formulated, but never 
carried out The National Tube com- 
pany recently planned extensive im- 
provements at the McKeesport plant, 
but it is now said that they will not 
be made. 


The tube officials were disappoint- 


ed when the men were drawn into 
the Amalgamated dispute and are! 
now considering a plan to move.

They have said that the author!*'i 


ties of the town will not permit men

General MacArthur's Last Report Declares Army 


and Navy Must Stay in Philippines for 


a Long Time—The 
Conditions. 


Washing-ton, Aug. 8.—The annual 


report of Major General Mae Arthur, 
dated July 4, 1001, the day that he 
relinquished command of the divis- 
ion of the Philippines, has been re- 
ceived at th; 
ir department. The 


period covered by the report is from 
October 1, 1000, when the lost re- 
port from General MncArthur was 
dated. 


He reviews the policy of the PiU- 


junos who wei'e hostile to the Ameri- 
cans, saying- that their action since 
the practical collapse of the insurrec- 
tion has been a perplexing problem. 
With tha disbandonment of the in- 
surgent fteld armies the Filipinos 
organized desperate resistance 
by 


banding; the people together in sup- 
port of the guerillas. 


This as earned out by means of 


secret committees, who collected con- 
n-ibutions, inflicted punishments and 
carried on a war in opposition to the 
Americans. 
General •MacArthur re- 


view** the manner in which opera- 
tions were carried on against these 
jiuerillas, and says he hopes the pol- 
icy adopted will, in time, conciliate 
the natives and make them friendly 
lo thfi United States.

General MacArthur says that the

port is devoted to the field opera- 
tions of the army, showing that on 
October 1, 1900, it occupied 413 sta-

creased to 502 stations, every com- 
mand being in contact with some 
hostile force. He- speaks'of the good 
service of the army, and says as a 
result of the co-operation between 
the army and the people who have 
accepted the invitation to combine 
•for mutual protection, tho armed in- 
surrection is almost suppressed. 


General MacArthur gives the fol- 


lowing statistics from (May 5, 1000, 
to June 30, 1901 (during which time 
there were 1,026 contacts between 
American troops and 
insurgents), 


which show the casualties on both 
sides:

Late Wednesday evening Edna 


BilJmaii, seventeen years of age, r 
siding at the temporary home fi 
children under control of the boai 
of children's guardians, 76 West D 
Wald street, swallowed a quantity of 
carbolic 
acid and died 
in. twenty 


minutes. 


The case is a pitiful one and Mrs 


M. B. Qorsline, matron of the insti- 
tution, who had.given the girl every 
possible care for nearly ten years, is 
greatly distressed over the sad af- 
fair. The girl had been deserted by 
her parents at a tender age and ten 
years ago was taken in charge by the 
Humane society. 
Careful training 


made its impress upon, her and si 
gave promise of becoming a good and 
usfeful -woman, but with increasing 
years came a. realization of her situ- 
ation. 


She was ambitious and longed for 


the opportunities of other girls more 
fortunately situated, and would fre- 
quently give way to violent outbursts 
of auger, followed 
by melancholy, 


in which she repeatedly stated that 
she would kill herself. 
Wednesday 


morning she was in one of these 
moods and Mrs. Gorslhie spoke re- 
provingly but kindly to her, telling 
her that she was setting a bad ex- 
ample to other girls in the institu- 
tion and that she must restrain her 
anger or it would be necessary to 
find another home for her. Edna re- 
mained in her room most of the day 
in a petulant mood, but about 11 
o'clock.

volently to one side, almost simul- 
taneously bounding backwards a 
distance of fifty yards. 


The hydrogen gas was forced from 


the front to the back part of the 
balloon, creating a sudden 
expan- 


sion, which caused the machine to 
dip.

The famous artesian well at Swin- 


n«y park, the Mecca of those who 
haven't got wells in their yards nnd 
dislike the idea of drinking canal 
water, is slowly failing and it may 
be only a matter of a few weeks when 
the flow of water will cease alto- 
gether. The decline has been very 
noticeable 
during the 
past three 


weeks and the amount of water that 
now comes from the big pipe is less 
in volume by one-half than what it 
was in the spring. 


While the cause of the decreasing 


flow is not known, it is believed that 
the extended drought may have had 
something to do with It, and it Is the 
sincere hope of the thousands who 
make daily pilgrimages to the park 
for drinking water that a spell of 
wet weather may arrive soon nnd 
mend matters, 
If such a thing is 


possible. 


Although the big controller is wide 
pfn, 
scarcely enough water issues 


forth to fill the "goose necks" plnced 
about the fountain 
for 
the con- 


venience of the public. 
The pretty 


lake at the park, which depends on 
the well for its water supply, is lower 
than it ever was before and the water 
in it Is scarcely two feet deep, three 
and four feet being- the usual depth. 


The board of waterworks trustees 


has been aware of the condition of 
the well for some time, but Secretary 
McDonald, of the waterworks depart- 
ment, states that nothing- can be done 
to increase the flow. The well was 
drilled about four years ago 
and 


until this summer it liad maintained 
a uniform flow of water. It is one 
of the chief attractions at Switmey 
park and 'has furnished the purest 
water to be found 
in the city for 


drinking purposes. 
It has -unques- 


tionably "been a. factor in preventing 
the spread of typhoid fever from the 
use of polluted city water.
